' instances, persons of military age 
j but W ho are not in service and in 
others the Local Hoard, we are 
making a statement which we de­ 
sire all persons to read carefully, 
(and ask your assistance in seeing 
j that justice is done in all cases 
coming up in the comity. 
To begin with the regulations 
as to who should he put into mil­ 
itary service and who should not 
!>»* are very plain, and persons who 
are prone to find fault with either 
! the Local Hoard <>r registrants 
ishould familiarize themselves with 
these rules and regulations before 
offering criticisms. 
It is not the duty of the Local 
Board to decide what the regula 
tions an* hut it is our duty to de­ 
cide whether a person fits the con­ 
ditions prescribed or not and when 
a person does not meet the pre­ 
scribed requirements it is as much 
a violation of our oaths to send 
him to camp as it is to knowingly 
release one who should he m tin* 
service. 
We were appointed to the posi­ 
tions as Hoard Members without 
our knowledge or consent and are 
sworn to operate the workings of 
th*1 selective aervice rules without 
favor and when a ease comes be­ 
fore us every part of it is in the 
form of affidavits and it is upon 
these sworn fa«‘ts that we must 
base our decisions. 
We feel that to allay criticisms 
of those w h o are not in service we 
should inform th«* public in so far 
as w e can w h y so m e persons arc 
out of service, w hom their n e i g h ­ 
bors seem to think should he in 
service. 
Many of these have been found 
ph ysieallv unfit, some by the lo­ 
cal physicians, some by the Dis­ 
trict Medical Advisory Hoards and 
some have been dismissed on ac­ 
count of physical a ilm ents after 
they had arrived at camps.

In these eases the 
Local Hoard has no choice whatev­ 
er. 
The District Board acts as a 
higher court to us and when they 
allow a deferred classification we 
have no power in it other than to 
notify District Board of change of 
status of registrant. 
Still another class of these crit­ 
icisms come in regard to persons 
who married either before the war 
was declared or since. 
The rul**s 
on these cases are very plain and 
we must abide by these rules and 
not by tin* personal 
feelings of

WHY IT WAS ORGANIZED 
From a sub-section of a bureau of a Govern­ 
ment department, with a staff of only a few 
persons, to a great national machine covering 
the country with branches and ag*nts numbered 
by tens of thousands and charged with the mo­ 
bilisation of America’s industry man power— 
all accomplished in s»x months j 
This epitomises the story of the I nited 
States Employment Service of the Department 
of Labor 
a story that will go down in history 
as one of the country's greatest achievements 
of the war. 
The United States Employment Service as 
new constituted is old in name only. 
\S hile the 
nucleus of a federal employment sv stem was es­ 
tablished ten years ago in the former depart­ 
ment of Commerce and Labor and continued in 
a more developed form when, in 1013, the De­ 
partment of Labor was created, the present ser­ 
vice really dates from January. 11>1H. 
The previous nine months had taught the 
necessity of a national mobilization of labor for 
war production—the centralization in a move 
merit agency of all war labor finding and plac­ 
ing, Independent and unregulated labor re­ 
cruiting by the growing war industries had de­ 
moralized the labor market. 
War plants, sick 
of the situation, were forced to “ steal 
or 
“ poach” in effort to maintain production. 
Un­ 
scrupulous private, fee employment agencies 
grew opulent on turnover. 
Centralization Begun. 
Then came the first of the year and with it 


a new order of things. 
When in January the 
Secretary of Labor was made Labor Adminis­ 
trator and, with his advisory council, fromed 
the national war labor programme, the first 
step was the creation of labor re<ruiting ami 
distributing machinery. 
The United Slates 
Employment Service was chosen a;; the machine 
base and Secretary Wilson directed it' separa­ 
tion from the Bureau of Immigration, and its 
complete organisation and expansion as the 
war labor mobilizing agency of the government. 
This began t h e equipment of the machinery, 
the installation of its parts, the replacement of 


o b s o l e t e or inadequate units. 
Literally the ad­ 
ministrative staff worked day and night in the 
assembling task. 
This was doubly difficult; for 
labor bad to be supplied in daily increasing 
numbers while the recruiting and placing ma­ 
chinery was being made. 
Men of great exper­ 
ience in the industrial world came to Washing­ 
ton to a s s is t and direct—far-sighted, patriotic 
men who had vision and combined it ,vith prac­ 
ticality. 
And when last June all the production de­ 
partments and boards of 
the 
government, 
through the medium of the War Labor Policies 
Hoard, agreed upon the centralization of war 
labor finding and placing in the employment 
service, beginning with common labor on Aug. 
1, and the policy was approved by tin1 Presi­ 
dent, the six months' record card of the em­ 
ployment service showed ibis: 
Six Months Accomplishments 
The Welding into a single national system of 


all federal, state, municipal, ami other public 
employment offices, and the establishment of 
several hundred new offices. 
An incrcasemcnt of placements from about 
2(1,(KK) a month to 250,000 a month. 
The creation of a labor recruiting system, 
known as the Public Service Reserve, with 
agents in virtually every county and township, 
and with 300,000 skilled men registered for 
service, 
A system of labor clearances, enabling the 
sending of labor from one section to an other— 
from ten to 3,(HM) miles as quickly as possible 
and on a manner equitable to the states. 
A centralization of administration 
in the 
main office of the service at Washington and a 
decentralization of execution with the state as 
the unit. 
The country divided into thirteen employ­ 
ment districts, each in charge of a superinten­ 
dent ; the employment service system in each 
>tate in charge of a state director. 


500 Branch Offices and 20,000 Agents 
There are today more than 500 branches of 
the employment service actively functioning— 
six times as many as existed a half-year ago. 
Several hundred more will be established. Con­ 
nected with these offices are examiners, trained 
men who can judge the fitness of a worker for 
a particular job. 
“ The right man in the right 
job" is the service's cardinal principle. 
The branch offices constitute the placing arm 
of the service. 
The recruiting arm is the Pub­ 


lic Service Reserve. 
It has more than 20,000 
agents in the cities, towns and rural oemniuni* 
ties, and a director for each state and county. 
Working in cooperation with the branch 
employment offices and the reserve agents are 
several hundred newspapers, hundreds of tele­ 
phone lines, commercial organizations, state 
and county councils of defense, the c o m m u n ity 
machines of the Liberty Loan, Red Pros-, and 
other organizations. 


W h ile the branch office is a loeal proposition, 
it is in direct touch with the national situation 
ami w hole employment service system. 
The 
state director's headquarters in each state is 
the clearing house for the local offie* s within the 
state. 
The district superintendent’s office is 
the clearing house for the directors of the 
states within the district. 
The districts in turn 
clear through the main office at Washington. 


Employers and Workers Assist. 


That their co-operation may be more than 
in name, the employers and employees in in­ 
dustrial communities will share in the adminis­ 
tration of and tin* responsibility for the recruit­ 
ing and distributing of war labor. 
This w ill be 
accomplished through community labor boards, 
which consist of a representative of its workers 
and a representative of the United States Em­ 
ployment S erv ic e , who acts as chairman. 
Employers, employees, or the government 
cannot singularly solve the war labor problem ; 
together they can ami will, for the war must be 
won.
